Samuel Finley Breese Morse 
Tlie one-hundredth anniversary of the telegraph wull occur May 


2 1, 1944. On th at date, Congre.ss will unveil a plaque to Samuel Finley 
Breese Morse, an American artist of note, who after years of h eart­ 
breaking experiments in working out communication by electricity, saw 
his fondest dream come true. May 24, 1844. 
"W hat H ath God W rought!” was the first mesmge to flash over the 
first telegraph line, from the Chamber of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Capitol at W ashington to the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
station in Baltimore. 
The story of this first great electrical achievement is more fascin­ 
ating than the best-selling novel. Morse, a portrait painter by profession, 
was often in financial difficulties which forced him 10 drop his telegraph 
txperlm ents. But he always returned to them. 
While he was painting a portrait of General Lalayctic. who sat 
for him in the W hite House in W ashington. Mrs. Morse died in New 
Haven, Conn. Because of the slowness of communication, Morse did not 
receive word until seven days after the funeral.
